tho I-was not made publickly to oppoſe. thee,and to diſcover thy hypocriſy, 
falſeneſs, and temporiſing, of which thou art deeply guilty, (as is apparent 
in the ſaid Book) yet thou art to know that thine Iniquity is not at all hid, 
nor thy Sin the leſs, nor at all cover'd from the All-feeing Eye 3 and tho 
thou haſt many Proſelytes, and many Hypocrites to ſupport and uphold 
thee, yet know, that forall this,thou mutt come to Judgment,and receive 
thy Reward for all thy Works of Wickedneſs, and Deeds of Darkneſs 3 
ard for thy Babyloniſh Worſhip, which thou in thine own Inventions and 
Imaginations haſt ſet up as the Spiritual Worſhip of the moſt High, thou
